ters 'from a legal standpoint.' in a 
broader sense vhan we might other- 
wise venture to ascribe to them, and 
understand that our views are de- 
sired as to the legal propriety of the

merely whether it may or may not 
have been criminal. 
Tho 'Tulloch 


charges' have ne^er been, properly 
speaking, 'investigated' at all. We 
have been repeatedly confronted in 
our Inquiry with an assertion on the 
one side, and a denial on the other 
as to a question of fact, with no suffi- 
cient means at our command to de- 
termine which statement we could 
advise you to believe." 


Serious Charges Against Heath.

"1 do not HiippotH.- HUM ibe socret of 


the hold wliic-li (;cni>r:il Butl«r bad 
upon General Grant will »>v»r bt? dis- 
closed. Huiler tK)iintPd in th<» lobby of 
the house of-repre»entatlve» that Grant 
would.not dare to refuse any request 
of bis. bwaaso he bad in bis pottaession 
affidavits by which he could prove- that 
Grant bad been drunk on seven differ- 
ent occasions. This statement was re- 
peated to Grant by a iiMsmber of the 
bouse, who told me of tho conversation. 
Grant replied, without manifesting auv 
indignation or belief or disbelief in the 
Btory. *I have refused bi$ re*iuo«t« »ev 
eral tiuiw.' My own belief is that ut 
•oine time during tbe war or before the 
war, in times of dlacuuragotueut. Grant 
may have been in the habit of drinking 
freely and may at some time have done 
to to excess. During the whole time of 
his presidency 1 had good opportunity 
to observe biro in personal intercourse. 
I was familiar with many men who 
were constantly in hi* coiupany at all 
hours of the day and often fur into the 
night.
